dants, being at the woſt but two, we have no cer- 
raintie where he ſtayed by the way, but ſhortly af. 
ter he appeared in the Scots Army, who pretended 
to protect him from his Engliſh Rebbels and for 
the better {ecuring his Majeſttes Perſon from dan- 
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ger as\was pretended they ſtayed not Tong aſter 
at Newarzke, bur by eafie marches removed with 
his Majefties Perlon from Newarke to-Newcaſile, 
where the ſolemne Argument between his ſaid 
Majeſtie and Maſter Henderſoy happened con- 
cerning Epiſcopaſte, and Church Government , 
to his Majeſties everlaſting Honour. 
was the horrid perfidy of thoſe Treacherous Scots, 
that in ſtead of the expected ſafetie of his Maje- 
ſties Perſon, Fudas like for money , (though a 
far greater ſumme) fold and delivered their So- _ 
LORD and KING, into the hands 
of his Engliſh Rebels, who by this means had 
under God a power to reſettle the Kingdomes 
Peace : , But rhey were blinded to their own de- 
ſtruction; and having taken the Lords Annointed 
in their pits, they now uſed him as they liſted, 
carried him -whither they pleaſed, and indeed 
treated him no otherwiſe then as their Priſoner, 
for with a ſtrong Guard of Horle and Foot in 
the moneth of February 1646, the depth of 
Winter , they begin to remove him from New- 
caſtle in manner following :
